1 . (Currently Amended) A method, comprising: 

within a network storage management server, automatically discovering a 
plurality of counters count e r t hat collects data describing activity of a plurality of 
performance objects obj e ct within a host offering networked storage services to a set of 
clients over a network; wherein the performance objects obj e ct is a are l og i cal or 
physical subsystems subsystem of the host; 

defining a counter group template for collection of the data describing the activity 
of the ef performance object -objects : 

collecting the data for the performance objoct objects from the counter counters 
in the counter group template; and 

storing outputt i ng the data te into in a file in a storage medium.

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein automatically 
discovering the counters e euntef comprises automatically discovering the performance 
objects, e bieet instances of the performance objects e bieet and counters count e r 
associated with the instance of the performance objects e bieet for the host. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4, further comprising 
instantiating the selected counters c ounter based on a predefined mapping of the 
performance objects o bject to the counter. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein there are two or 
more counters and there are two or more performance objects, further comprising 
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storing the collected data for the counters in two or more counter group templates 
separately for the host. 

7. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , further comprising 
receiving a user selected one of a plurality of predefined views, each view defining how 
to organize the data for presentation. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 7, further comprising presenting the data to 
the user, in accordance with the selected view. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the automatic discovering, and 
the data collecting are performed in parallel. 

10. (Currently Amended) A method, comprising: 

within a network storage management server, receiving a user selected counter 
group template defined for at l east on e a plurality of counters counter , the counters 
count e r collecting data describing activity of on e or mor e a a plurality of performance 
objects within a host offering networked storage services to a set of clients over a 
network; wherein the performance objoot objects are ie-a-logical or physica l subsyst e m 
subsystems of the host; 

instantiating the at least one counter to collect data from the one or more 
performance objects; 

collecting data for the at l e ast on e plurality of counters oountor ; and 

storing the collected data into a file in t o a storage medium. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 0, further comprising 
receiving a user selected predefined view containing a configuration for how the 
collected data should be presented. 
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12. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 , further comprising presenting the 
collected data based on the predefined view.

19. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium, having stored 
thereon a sequence of instructions, which when executed by a computer, cause the 
computer to perform a method comprising: 

within a network storage management server, automatically discovering a 
plurality of counters count e r describing activity of a plurality of performance objects 
ob je ct within a host offering networked storage services to a set of clients a network; 
wherein the performance object-objects is are a logica l or physical subcystom 
subsystems of the host; 

defining a counter group template including counters a count e r for the 
performance objects e bieet; 

collecting data for the counters counter in into the counter group template; and 

storing outputting the data into a file in t o a storage medium. 

20. (Currently Amended) The computer readable medium of claim 19, 
wherein automatically discovering the counters cowtef comprises automatically 
discovering the performance objects o bject and the counters counter associated with 
the performance objects obj e ct for the host. 

21 . (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium, having stored 
thereon a sequence of instructions, which when executed by a computer, cause the 
computer to perform a method comprising: 
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within a network storage management server, receiving a user selected counter 
group template mapping a t l e ast on e a plurality of counters count e r t o at l oast on e a 
plurality of performance objects ©bjeet-within a host offering networked storage to a set 
of clients over a network; wherein the performance objects are obioot is a logical 
subsystems or physica l subsystem of the host; 

instantiating the at loast one plurality of counters count e r t o collect data from the 
performance objects-ebjeet; 

collecting data for the at l e ast on e plurality of counters counter ; and 

storing the collected data into a file in te a storage medium. 

22. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 21 , 
wherein the method further comprises receiving a user selected predefined view 
containing a configuration for how the collected data should be presented. 

23. (Canceled). 

24. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 21 , 
wherein the data is collected at a predefined sampling rate. 

25. (Currently Amended) A otorago dov i co network storage management 
server , comprising: 

a processor; and 

a memory coupled to the processor, the memory storing instructions which when 
executed by the processor cause the storag e d e vic e network storage management 
server to perform a method comprising: 

automatically discovering a plurality of counters describing activity of a 
performance objects obj e ct within a host offering networked storage to a set of clients 
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over a network; wherein the performance objects obj e ct i s a l ogical or arejDhysical 

subsystems sub s yst e m of the host; 

defining a counter group template oach countor group temp l ate inc l uding a 

referenc e to a counter associated w i th a performanc e object ; 

collecting data for the counters count e r in into the counter group template; and 
storing outputt i ng the data into a file te \na storage medium. 

26. (Currently Amended) The storage device of claim 25, wherein 
automatically discovering the counters c ounter comprises automatically discovering the 
performance objects e bjeet and the counters counter associated with the performance 
objects, e bjeefc 

27. (Currently Amended) A storage dovico network storage management 
server , comprising: 

a processor; and 

a memory coupled to the processor, the memory storing instructions which when 
executed by the processor, cause the storage dovico network storage management 
server to perform a method comprising: 

receiving a user selected counter group template defined for at le ast on e a 
plurality of counters counter , the counters count e r collecting data describing activity of a 
plurality of performance objects within a host offering networked storage to a set of 
clients in a network; wherein the performance object- objects is-a are logical or phys i ca l 
subsystems s ubsyst e m of the host; 

instantiating the at le a st one counter counters to collect data from the plurality of 

performance objects; 

collecting data for the counters at le ast on e count e r ; and 
storing the collected data into a file in a storage medium . 
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28. (Previously Presented) The storage device of claim 27, wherein the 
method further comprises receiving a user selected predefined view containing a 
configuration for how the collected data should be presented. 

29. (Canceled). 

30. (Previously Presented) The storage device of claim 27, wherein the data is 
collected at a predefined sampling rate. 

31 . (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

within a network storage management server using a plurality of counters to 
monitor the activity of a plurality of performance obj e ct objects that is-a are log i cal or 
physical oubcyotom subsystems of a host offering networked storage services to a set 
of clients over a network, the counter c ounters producing data describing the activity of 
the performance obiects- gbjeet; 

discovering the counters counter and collecting the data describing the activity of 
the performance object objects into a counter group template defined to collect the 
activity of the performance objects-object; and 

outputting storing t he data to into a file in a storage medium. 

32. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 31 , further comprising creating 
a counter group 

comprising [[a]] the plurality of counters, a sample period, and a sample buffer size. 

33. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 31 , wherein the sampling is 
in accordance with the sample period. 
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34. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 31 , further comprising 
displaying sample data for the plurality of counters count e r using a view associated with 
the plurality of counters counter, the view containing a configuration for presenting the 
collected data. 
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
